THINK PRINCE WAS SLAIN. 


Cousin of Korea’s Emperor Found 
Dead in St. Petersburg. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 26.—Thcere is 
much mystery in the death of Prince 
Tchin-Pomii, former Korean Minister to 
Russia, whose body was found hanging 
in his lodgings in a suburb of St. Peters- 
burg. It was thought at first that the 
Prince had committed suicide. Letters 
apparently written by him and addressed 
to the Korean and Russian Emperors, 
were found on the table, together with 
another letter ‘indicating the reason for 
taking his life. 

The police suspect that the Prince was 
murdered ang that after death his body 
was placed in the position in which it 
was found. The officers were summoned 
by the Prince’s secretary, who heard 
shots within the barred room. An en- 
trance was forced and the body was 
found hanging to a hook in the ceiling. 
One of the hands clasped a revolver. 
Three bullet holes were found in the wall. 
Examination showed that one of the 
vertebrae was broken. 

An undertaker’s receipt for a sum of 
money for the transportation of the body 
to Viadivostoc® was discovered on the 
Prince’s person. The undertaker stated 
that his money had been deposited with 
him a few days ago by a self-styled Jap- 
anese Prince. 

The letter, purporting to explain .the 
cause of the suicide, was written in Eng- 
lish, which Tchin-Pomii did not know. 
According to the letter he could bear no 
longer the disgrace of his country and the 
loss of indgpendence. 

Prince Tchin-Pomii was a cousin of the 
Emperor, but during the last few years 
he had lived in want in a small lodging. 
The furniture consisted only of chairs, a 
table, and a camp bed. 

The Prince's secretary has been de- 
tained by the police. An autopsy will be 
performed to-morrow to establish if pos- 
sible the cause of death. 


POLICE USE AXES IN RAID. 


Commissioner Flynn’s Men Break Into 
Alleged Poolroom and Make Arrests. 


- Deputy Police Commissioner Flynn, 
Lieut.

Exclusion as 
Sovereign Right May Still Be Exer- 
cised—Gain Seems Al!

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Information 
has been obtained by Tue New YorE 
TIMES correspondent from various thor- 
oughly trustworthy sources to the effect 
that this Government has determined to 
give to the Government of Japan a strik- 
ing proof of its cordiality and good will 
by taking up for immediate action the 
matter of negotiating a new treaty to 
replace, the treaty of commerce and nav- 
igation now in force between the two 
countries, which would expire by iimita- 
tion on July 17, 1912. It Is furthermore 
the decision of this Government to yield, 
to the request of Japan that the para- 
graph of Article 2 of the existing treaty 
which specifically exempts from the stip- 
ulations of the treaty ‘‘the laws, ordi- 
nances, and regulations with regard to 
trade, the immigration of laborers, police 
and public security which are in force or 
Which may hereafter be enacted in either 
of the two countries’’ shall not apepar 
in the new treaty. 

On both these points the present atti- 
tude of the American Government is not 
only strongly conciliatory to Japan, but 
it is a veversal of the attitude that has 
been maintained up to within a compara- 
tively short time. The existing treaty 
which is to be replaced was negotiated in 
the Fall of 1894 by Minister Kurino and 
Secretary Gresham. At that time Japan 
was engaged in negotiating treaties of 
commerce with the various powers. It 
was her desire to have them all endure 
for the same time, but because of delay 
in the ratification of the treaty with the 
United States, owing in part to some 
amendments made by the Senate, our 
treaty did not go into force until after 
those with the other powers. 

Thus while Japan’s treaties with the 
European powers all expire this year,

The 
State Department has already consulted 
several of the most influential Senators 
about it, and is encouraged to hope that 
favorable action may be secured. 


Trouble Over Immigration,

securing ratification of the new treaty.

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CURTISS IN AIRSHIP 
RISES FROM WATER 


With Specially Equipped Biplane 
Twice Ascends and Alights 
Again on San Diego Bay. 








IS AIDED BY MILITARY MEN 





Declares That He Has Performed the 
Feat That Fits the Aeroplane 
for Naval Use. 





Special to The New York Times. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal, Jan. 26.—Glenn H. 
Curtiss, in an aeroplane ecuipped with 
hydroplanes, rose from: the waters of 
San Diego Bay about noon to-day, flew 
two miles, and alighted again on the wa- 
ter at the starting point, being the first 
airman to perform this feat. Chéered by 
naval] officers and spectators, he rose 
again and repeated the experiment, sail- 
ing around the ships in the bay to the 
accompaniment of whistles and sirens. 

Just before rising the machine was 
skimming over the surface of the bay at 
a rate of between forty and fifty miles 
an hour, Yet hardly any spray was 
dashed over the plane by this high speed, 
and Curtiss escaped wetting almost en- 
tirely. He rose to a height of 100 feet 
before he alighted. 

Two weeks of daily trials on the water 
of the bay preceded the successful flight 
to-day. Some months ago Curtiss invited 
the Government to send army and navy 
officers to observe the experiment, and 
for the past two weeks Lieut. T. G. Blli- 
son, U. &. N., has been in constant at- 
tendance at the camp on North Island. 
Lieut. John C, Walker of the army ar- 
rived this morning. For several days be- 
fore the end of these experiments all the 
men had been in the water almost all 
day clad in batning suits, often dragging 
the biplane across the short beach from 
the hangar to the water and back again. 

When the aeroplane was brought out 
to-day and floated on the shallow water 
between Coronado and North Island it 
Wag €Quipped*with hydroplanes and a new 
arrangement of the front control. Curtiss 
climbed into the’ seat and started the 
powerful motor. The aeroplane scudded 
up the bay at a forty-mile clip for 
quarter of a mile, then lifted out of the 
water and rose to a height of fifty feet. 
After remaining in the air 1 minute and 
22 seconds, flying a half mile, Curtiss 
alighted and turned around as easily as 
a motor boat. 

Putting on full power he again arose, 
this time to a height of 100 feet, sailed 
out over the bay a mile from the starting 
place, circled around near the revenue 
cutter Bear and the repair ship, and 
landed lightly on the water in front of the 
hangar on shore. 

The machine presents a remarkable ap- 
pearance when under way preparing to 
rise. The large hydroplane directly be- 
neath it is a flat oval-shaped tank con- 
structed of wood with a water-tight tin 
covering. The hydroplanes for support and 
balance are in front of this and smaller. 
One supports the diagonals of the chassis 
and the other keeps the balance when the 
propeller is in motion. 

he military officers say that the ex- 
periment proves that the aereplane is a 
weapon of offense and defense that must 
be adopted by both the army and the 
navy. is now possible to launch an 
aeroplane from a single rail on board a 
war véssel instead of from the huge and 
unwieldy platform rigged for the Ely ex- 
periments.

Armstrong that he immediately ealied up 
Mr. Garvanf his partner, on the telephone, 
telling him, it is said, that he had just re- 
ceived the best clue they had had since 
the baffling search began. It is also 
learned that Mr. Armstrong urged Mr. 
Garvan to have Philadelphia hotels and 
boarding houses searched last night bv 
every detective and agent who could be 
pressed into service, and that Mr. Gar- 
— at once began steps. to have this 
one. 

This is the story which Mr. Armstrong's 
informant tells regarding the couple he 
saw on the ferryboat: : 

“I got to the Cortlandt Street Ferry 
landing a few minutes before 10:30 o'clock 
when the boat was to leave for Jersey 
City. Going to the upper deck, I sat down 
about amidships. In a few minutes my 
attention was attracted by the excited 
talking of a couple who sat about four 
feet from me. They were conversing 
chiefly in German, with htre and there 
a word in English. 

“The girl was dressed in clothes of ex- 
cellent material. She wore a tailor-made 
suit of black broadcloth, a black hat, 
trimmed with black ostrich feathers, 
white shirtwiast with small blue tie, black 
suede shoes, and black muff, the fur of 
which was very ‘long, Her hair was 
brown, of too dark a shade to be blonde. 
She appeared to be about 5 feet 5 inches 
tall and to weigh about 140 pounds. She 
was very pretty, with an air and appear- 
ance of much refinement. 

‘*I could see generally only her profile, 
which I afterwards saw strikingly re- 
sembled a profile photograph of Miss Ar- 
nold reproduced in the afternoon papers. 
Sometimes I could see’her full face, par- 
ticularly when she, in her nervousness 
and anxiety to discuss whatever they 
were talking about, leaned far over atid 
turned herself as squarely as possible to 
face her companion. The full face photo- 
graphs I have seen of Miss Arnold did not 
resemble the girl so much, as well as 1 
can recall, below the eyes, but in the up- 
per part of the face I should say the like- 
ness was almost perfect. 

“The man with her was apparently 
5 feet 11 inches tall. He was smooth 
shaven, quite dark of complexion, with 
every evidence of a heavy black beard it 
allowed to grow. He weighed, I should 
Say, about 145 to 150 pounds. He was 
about 30 years old. The only article of 
his clothing which I recalled was a short. 
black overcoat. I was not looking for 
Miss Arnolds. I was just something more 
than casually observing a couple who had 
attracted my attention becduse I could 
not help believe they were leaving town 
in a hurry or had something very press- 
ing on their minds. 

“The man did not have thé appearance 
of the refinement which I associated with 
the girl. He did not seem to be dressed 
as expensively as she, nor @id he seem to 
carry or conduct himself With the ease 
which was an outstanding charateristic 
of the girl. He seemed to be in a lower 
social scale than the girl. 

“TI speak and understand German. I 
heard the girl say distinctly, most anx- 
iously, and in excellent German: 

““* Where are we going to go?’ 

“To this the man replied in calmer 
fashion: 

‘* * Philadelphia. 
long enough.’ 

“After that I could not distinguish 
enough words connectedly to make sense.

The principal purpose of Secretary Knox 
appears to have been to obtain a redue- 
tion of the ‘high cost of living’’ by 
greatly enlarging the free Hst so far as it 
relates to foodstuffs coming from Can- 
ada. On the other hand, he obtained a 
notable abatement of duties on a number 
of American products consumed in Can- 
ada. Prominent among these is bitumi- 
nous coal, which is now exported to Can- 
ada to the value of several million dollars 
annually. There is also a much better 
opening for American farm machinery 
and implements. 


More Radical Than Was Expected. 


The agreement, which was simultane- 
ously laid before the Dominion Parlia- 
ment to-day, goes much further than was 
g@enerally expected here. It touches on 
about 600 items, nearly all of which show 
‘reductions by both countries from the 
rates now in force. These items are di- 
vided into four schedules. The first two 
schedules show identical rates to be im- 
posed by both countries, Schedule A in- 
cluding all articles to be put, according 
to the agreement, on the free list by both 
countries, and Schedule B embodying the 
items on which some rate will be levied 
equally by both countries. The other two 


ferent rates will be levied by the two 
countries, Schedule C setting forth rates 
to be imposed by the United States and 
Schedule D rates to be levied by Canada. 

On the face of it the United States in 
this agreement makes material strides to- 
ward a lower tariff with Canada, and 
this action on the part of the Administra- 
tion is still further accentuated by a com. 
parison of reductions assented to by the 
United States with favors of a similar 
sort granted by Canada. Thus, according 
to official figures, Canada’s reductions of 
all duties on goods imported from the 
United States will amount to $2,560,579. 
The United States at the same time makes 
reductions to almost double this amount, 
or a total surrender of revenue, based on 
the fiscal vear 1910, of $4,849,933. 

A giance at the table prepared for the 
State Department by its Bureau of Trade 
Relations shows that this greater step to- 
ward free trade on the part of the United 
States than on the part of Canada is 
pretty well seattered through the whole 
uf the items touched on.

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WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Urging the 
prompt passage of a reciprocity treaty 
between the United States and Canada, 
President Taft to-day sent:to Congress a 
special message, accompanied by the 
agreement looking to such a treaty 
reached by representatives of the Cana- 
dian Government and of the State De- 
partment at the recent conference in this 
city: 

“Identity of interest of two peoples 
linked together by race, language, polit- 
ical institutions, and geographical prox- 
imity,’’ the President gives as the chief 
reasons for such reciprocity. The Presi- 
dent says that he feels it is ‘‘ the wish 
of the American people”’ that this coun- 
try enter into ‘‘ more intimate and cordial 
relationship with Canada.’”’ 

Liberality of view in dealing with the 
proposed treaty is recommended by Presi- 
dent Taft. ‘‘ We have reached a stage 
in our own development that calls for a 
statesmanlike and broad view of our fut- 
ure economic status and its require- 
ments,” he says. ‘‘ While equivalence 
should be sought in an arrangement of 
this character, an exact balance of finan- 
cial gain is neither imperative nor attain- 
able.’’ 

After speaking of efforts made previous 
to the conference here this month to 
bring about a trade agreement between 
the two countries, President Taft refers to 
many previous questions, such as the 
settlement of boundaries, the definition 
of rights of navigation, the interpretafion 
of treaties, and many other subjects. He 
mentions also the long-standing contro- 


versy over the Atlantic fisheries and 
refers to the ‘‘ equitable arrangement re- 
cently reached between our Inter-State 
Commerce Commission and the similar 
body in Canada in regard to through 
rates on the transportation lines between 
the two countries. 

“The path having been thus opened,”’ 
he continues, ‘‘for the improvement of 
commercial relations, a reciprocal trade 
agreement is the logical sequence of all 
that has been accomplished in disposing 
of matters of a diplomatic and contro- 
D. versial character. The identity of interest 
p. of two peoples linked together by race, 
p language, political institutions, and geo- 

graphical proximity offers the foundation. 
The contribution to the industrial advance- 
ment of our own country by the migra- 
tion across the boundary of the thrifty 
and industrious Canadians of English, 
Scotch, and French origin is now repaid 
by the movement of large numbers of our 
own sturdy farmers to the Northwest of 
Canada, thus givtng their labor, their 
means, and their experience to the devel- 
opment of that section, with its agricult- 
ural possibilities. . 

“The guiding motive in seeking adjust- 
ment of trade relations between two 
countries so situated geographically 
should be to give play to productive forces 
as far as practicable, regardless of politi- 
cal boundaries. No vardstick can meas- 
ure the benefits to the two peoples of 
this freer commercial intercourse, and no 
trade agreement should be judged wholly 
by Custom House statistics. 


Our Resources Limited. 


“We have reached a stage in our own 

development that calls for a statesmanlike 
and broad view of our future economic 
status and its requirements. We have 
drawn upon our natural resources in such 
a way as to invite attention to their nec- 
essary limit. This has properly aroused 
effort to conserve them, to avoid their 
waste, and to restrict. their use to our 
necessities.

I 
feel I have correctly interpreted ‘the wish 
of the American people by expressing in 
the arrangement now suk nitted to Con- 
gress for its approval their desire for # 
more intimate and cordial relationship 
with Canada. I therefore earnestly hope 
that the measure will be promptly en- 
acted into law.’’

ALBANY, Jan. 26.—With the second 
week of the legislative deadlock over the 
election of a United States Senator to 
Succeed Chauncey M. Depew drawing to 
its close, the talk of a compromise can- 
didate is becoming more pronounced, 
though there is no prospect that the 
deadlock will be broken before the week 
is over. William F. Sheehan with only 
eighty-two votes to his credit on the 
eighth joint ballot to-day lacked thirteen 
votes to make a majority of the total 
mumbers of members present and voting. 


The talk tonight among those permit- 
ted to look behind thé scenes is to the 
effect that the deadlock may be broken 
soon after the Legislature resumes its 
sessions next week. Tuesday is men- 
tioned as the crucial day when the ini- 
tiative looking toward a new deal may 
be taken and the plan, as nearly as can 
be inferred from hints dropped by those 
who have good sources of information, 
involves the wiping from the board of Mr. 


Sheehan’s name together with that of 
every one who has appeared in the race 
up to the present time. 

Mr. Sheehan to-night is still determined 
to stay in the fight, but he is less hopeful 
than at any time since the contest began, 
and even his friends admit that it is only 
a question of time when the bottom will 
drop out of his boom altogether. The 
insurgents are as firm as ever in their 
opposition to Mr. Sheehan. They show 
no signs of weakening, and without their 
votes it is admitted that Mr. Sheehan 
cannot be elected unless the Republicans 
come to his aid. 

With the weakening of the Sheehan 
forces a visit to the Capitol to-day of 
Nathan Straus was regarded as not alto- 
gether without significance in certain 
quarters. For many days there has been 
a movement on foot which so far has been 
held well in the background in favor of 
the election of Isidor Straus, his brother. 
Mr. Straus, when asked to-night about 
this movement, smiled and said that if 
the offer came to his brother in the prop- 
er way he probably would not be averse 
to entering the field. 


Legislators Getting Tired. 


In the meantime, there are indications 
that the tension is beginning to tell on 
the sorely tried tempers of the lawmak- 
ers.

The 
Senate should find out who made the at- 
tempt and determine whether or not any 
influence outside this house was the 

use of it. 

The committees of the Legislature were 
held up at the beginning of the session 
for the manifest purpose of controlling 

-otes on the Senatorship. Only those com- 
mittees in the hands of the truly faithful 
are organized. Senator Roosevelt finds 
he cannot organize his committee, and 
may never organize it if the present 
brutal tactics prevail. The Clerk of the 
Senate, apologizing for his part, says he 
cannot execute his part of the agreement. 
If the Senate has any grit in it, there will 
be an inquiry to see if Tammany Hall or 
any other hall is back of this action.

It is forty-six days since Miss Arnold

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The temper 
of the House rose to-day, and the Speak- 
er was again disciplined by a decisive 
vote. The subject of controversy was 
the Ballinger-Pinchot report, which six 
weeks ago disappeared from sight for 
Some reason, which is not yet entirely 
clear. The report came from the In- 
vestigating Committee before the holi- 
days, and was referred by the Speaker 
to the Committee on Agriculture; but up 
to this time it has never reached the 
committee. It took Mr. Scott, the Chair- 
man of the committee, a month to find 
out where the report was. He discovered 
finally that it had been sent to the 
Government printing office, to be printed. 

Mr. Hitchcock of Nebraska several 
weeks ago introduced a resolution to dis- 
charge the Committee on Agriculture 
from further censideration of the report 
and ‘to-day he rose on a question of 
privilege to offer a resolution directing 
the Committee on Rules to make an in- 
vestigation and report the causes of de- 
lay in getting the Ballinger-Pinchot re- 
port before the House.’ In a trice the 
House was in the hottest row of the ses- 
sion. The friends of Mr. Pinchot as- 
sailed the Speaker and charged some sort 
of oblique manipulation of the report. In 
the course of the controversy it came out 
that the report was already printed when 
it came from the Investigating Committee 
and there was no need of delay on that 
score. The inference was left that some- 
one had been guilty of hiding the report 
from the House probably for the reason 
that the leaders dv not desire any action 
on it this session, 


Mr. Hitchcock was wunsparing in- his 
criticism of the Speaker, and Mr. Payne, 
the majority leader, endeavored to get 
him off his feet by making a point ot 
order against him, but the Sneaker paid 
no attention to the point of order and 
turned to enjoy the encounter with the 
Nebraska member, 

¥ This is the first time,”’ said the Speak- 
er, that the attention of the chair has 
been drawn to this matter. There are a 
vast number of reports to refer, and, 
although the chair does not refer them 
personally, he accepts the responsibility.’’ 

The Speaker then said that the report 
had been held up because-an extra num- 
ber, in addition to those authorized by 
law, were desired to be printed. 

The House has missed the gentleman 
from Nebraska,’ said the Speaker, ‘If 
he had been here he would undoubtedly 
have brought this matter to the attention 
cf the House ere this. Now that he is 
‘pack it will undoubtedly be brought to the 
attention of the whole country.”’ 

That criticism of me by the chair is 
not justified,” retorted Mr. Hitchcock. 

Che chair is not criticising,’”’ said Mr. 
Cannon. ‘‘ The chair is merely showing 
how the House has missed the gentleman 
from Nebraska.”’

fair press of this country until the facts 
are ascertained.,’’ 

Mr. Scott, Chairman of the Committee 
on Agriculture, explained that he had 
been told that it was on account of a 
map of Alaska that the delay had oc- 
curred.

Ollie James of Kentucky, who then 
plunged into the fray, said it had been 
forty-nine days since the report had been 
referred to the committee, and if it took 
forty-nine more for it to get back to the 
House Congress would have adjourned. 
Mr. Cooper, Chairman of the Printing 
Committee, said his understanding was 
that a map had delayed the report. Mr. 
James retoried that he had been told from 
the Government Printing Office that the 
first volume had been printed, and they 
were Startine to print the second. 

The House then adopted the Hitchcock 
resolution calling for an investigation by 
the Rules Committee and a report on the 
facts within a week. It does not now seem 
likely that any action will be taken on the 
findings this session. 

BOSTON, Mass., Jan. 26.—Secretary Bal- 
linger of the Interior Department, in a 
Speech at the dinner of the Alumni of 
Williams College here to-night, declared 
that the endeavor of many earnest advo- 
cates of reform and progress of the pres- 
ent day seemed to be to haul everything 
out by the roots and keep the roots ex- 
posed.

“One would suppose, with our oppor- 
tunities of culture, refinement and gene- 
ral education, that stability in all things 
would be the order of the day, but the 
contrary is most evident. It is so much 
easier to pull things up by the roots than 
to await the slow process of nature in 
its evolution of producing fruit. The 
trouble seems to be that bad men talk 
louder to-day than they used to, and what 
is needed is more good men to pitch their 
voices a little higher. 

“7 trust that it may be long before 
the narrow and sordid view of life shall 
possess our people of the great West,’’ 
the Secretary proceeded. ‘“‘As the East 
has given birth to the settlements of the 
West, let her retain her sympathy for all 
that is good in the development of the 
West, not upon mercenary grounds, but 
from the higher motives of common cit- 
izenship and common kinship.”

SUGAR SCALES DELIVERED. 


Treasury Gets First Automatic Pair 
for Customs—15 to be Installed Here. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The first of 


the automatic scales which the Govern- 
wnent intends to install at all Custom 
Houses where sugar is , weighed were re- 
ceived by the Treasury Department to- 
day. Fifteen will be installed at New 
York and five at Boston. 

Tests of the new machines extended over 
three months. One of the scales weighed 
500,000 pounds of raw sugar without an 
error of more than one-hundredth of 1 
per cent. at the rate of more than 325,000 
pounds an hour.

every building, and presently the yard 
was overrun with armed men.

Some of the guards ran to the Adminis- 
tration building where the thirteen con- 
victs, the man who had given the alarm 
having rejoined ‘rhe group, were huddled 
in the room as though in fear that they 
might be suspected of having had some 
hand in the eseape. The two guards lay 
senseless on the floor. They were car- 
ried to Warden Frost’s office where they 
were revived. Both men were found to 
have severe cuts on the head where the 
musical weapons of the prisoners had 
struck them, but neither was injured 
seriously. 

Meantime tne prison whistle, which 
sounds only when there has been an es- 
cape from the prison, was set going. At 
intervals of every three minutes its shrill 
blast was sent out over the surrounding 
country, serving as a warning to the folk 
of the countryside that fugitive prisoners 
were about, 

It served, too, as a summons for those: 
guards who were off duty and who were 
in their homes in this village and other 
near-by towns. These men flocked to- 
ward the prison in response to the first 
blast, and presently Warden Frost had 
100 armed men at his command. 

Thirty of these were detailed to make a 
search of the yard in the hope that the 
fugitives might not have already escaped 
over the wall. Othergé were sent out on 
the roads, while more were sent to the 
river shore. Some attended to the lock- 
ing up of every other convict in the 
prison. 

Then Warden Frost commenced to tele- 
phone the news round about the country. 
The alarm was sent to New York, to 
Poughkeepsie, to Peekskill, and to Tarry- 
town, Croton, Yonkers, and New Rocheile, 
and descriptions of the prisoners were In- 
cluded.

Advantage to Japan. 


Holding strictly t° this principle, the 
State Department and the supporters of 
the new treaty will contend that no ma- 
terial concession is made to Japan by 
eliminating the immigration provision 
from it. It has been pointed out, however, 


that under the existing treaty Japan 15 
bound absolutely to recognize the right of 
the United States to enact an exclusion 
law, and, in effect, to acquiesce in the 
enactment of such a law if this Govern- 
ment considers it necessary. By the 
elimination of the provision from the new 
treatv Japan will be absolved from that 
obligation. AR 
After the enactment of the provision in 
the general immigration law passed by 
Congress four years ago to the effect that 
passports issued by a foreign etsy ot! to 
enable its citizens to travel to an islanc 
the United States should 
not be accepted at mainland ports, Japan 
agreed voluntarily to restrict the, emi- 
gration of her laborers to the United 
States, and ceased to give them passports 
to come to our mainland. It has, how- 
ever, been merely the acquiescence of 
Japan which has given validity to the 
agreement, and that has been terminable 
at any time at the option of Japan. 
Whether or not Japan will consider that 
when the new treaty is in force, with no 
immigration restriction in it, she is in 
position to exercise her option to termi- 
nate the agreement of 1907 remains to be 
seen. 
The Japanese have made no secret of 
their hostility to any legislation in this 
country aimed at Japanese exclusion. It 
has been made perfectly clear that they 
would regard the enactment of an ex- 
clusion law as in the highest degree dis- 
eriminatory, and one of their high diplo- 
matic officials has said in plain terms

ously angry.” Once absolved from their 
obligation to acquiesce in such a law thev 
would be free to express and even to act 
upon their feeling of anger at the enact- 
ment of such a measure. 

Construed as Abandoning Right. 

Further, despite the explicit and strong 
presentation by Justice Field of the con- 
stitutional power of this country to enact 
an exclusion law, the impression created 
by the adoption of a new treaty with the 
immigration restriction eliminated would 
be that where a positive declaration con- 
tained in a former treaty is omitted in a 
subsequent one, it amounts to acquiescence 
in the proposition that the party re- 
linquishing it will thenceforth not claiin 
the right relinquished. : 

There was cited this afternoon as a par- 
allel the case of the two treaties between 
the United States and Great Britain re- 
garding fortifications of an Isthmian 
canal. Under the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
this Government was bound not to fortify 
any canal it might construct. The Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, which superseded the 
Clayton-Bulwer instrument, is silent on 
this point, and that fact is now held by 
the advocates of fortification of the 
Panama Canal to furnish full justifica- 
tion and authority to this Government for 
the erection of fortifications on the Isth- 
rius. Japan, when the proposed treaty 
comes, could contend that through the 
elimination of a positive restriction con- 
tained in the old treaty the United States 
had abandoned the right to employ such 
restrictive measures. It was said, how- 
ever, by a Senator who is thoroughly weil 
informed on diplomatic affairs and inter- 
national law that the cases were not ex- 
actly on all fours because the right to 
fortify is not an inherent attribute of sov- 
ereignty. 

It does not appear that the United 
States is to secure any distinct quid pire 
quo for its concessions to’Japan. So far 
as the information of THE New Yor: 
TIMmps correspondent goes there is nv 
valuable consideration given by Japan tv 
the l'nited States. However, it is under- 
stood that simultaneously with the rat- 
ification of the treaty there will be a 
reiteration by the Japanese Government 
of its passport policy, and of its intention 
to restrict the emigration of Japanese 
laborers to thig country. Furthermore, 
it will be previded that the new treaty 
may be abrogated on six months’ notice, 
and that notice may be given at any

Subways were discussed again in yes- 
terday’s session of the Board of Esti- 
mate, and a more definite understanding 
was reached concerning the duties of the 
board’s committee, consisting of Borough 
Presidents McAneny, Miller, and Crom- 
well, wifich has been presenting to the 
Public Service Commission the objec- 
tions which members of the Board of 
Estimate have offered to the Interbor- 
ough Company’s subway plan. 

Among the members of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, after the first conference 
with the committee of the Board of Esti- 
mate, of which Mr. McAneny is Chair- 
man, the impression prevailed that 
the committee was empowered to proceed 
without reference to the attitude of the 
Public Service Commission. 

When yesterday’s Board of Estimate 
meeting had come to the end of its reg- 
ular business Mr, Prendergast leaned 
over to Mayor Gaynor and suggested 
that the board have a general conference 
with the Public Service Commission. This 
tne Mayor and the Borough Presidents 
on the Conference Committee took excep- 
tion to, Mr. McAneny stating that he did 


not think such a conference would be 
productive of results. 


Clearing Away the Fog. 


Mr. Mitchel explained that there seemed 
to be some doubt as to the limits within 
which the conference committee was 
confined, and Mr. McAneny replied that 
he always understood that the committee 


was appointed to present the Board of 
Estimate’s objections to the Service Com- 
mission and report back the views of the 
commission. On the definite assurance 
that the committee was not going to un- 
dertake negotiations with the Interbor- 
vugh, Mr, Mitchel and Mr, Prendergast 
were content to let the matter pass. 

Mr. Mitchell had\this to say yesterday 
after the meeting of the Estimate Board: 


very well be requested at this time to 
begin the preparation of plans of a tri- 
borough system properly routed and of 
the less expensive tunnel dimensions. 
Our board might undertake to learn 
whether the contractors who have sub- 
mitted the low bids for the tri-borough 
would stipulate or consent to a reduction 
of quantities under their unit bids, such 
as to permit of the construction of the 
cheaper type of subway.

Borough President George Cromwell, 
who was originally a Triborough advo- 
cate and has recently gone over to the 
general support of the Interborough pro- 
posal with modifications, filed with the 
Board of Estimate yesterday a communi- 
cation presenting his views on the sub- 
way question. In this he said among 
other things: 

“The problem is not alone what amend- 
ments can be made in the proposal of 
the Interborough Company, or whether 
entirely independent lines would be de- 
sirable, or whether specific extensions 
are necessary; but can the lines operated 
by the Interborough Company, with prop- 
er extensions, be made to serve as an 
integral part of the great ultimate trans- 
portation system of the City of New 
York and give some immediate relief? 
{if so, let us build the extensions and 
force proper operation. 

Mr. Cromwell made these suggestions in 
+ hana to the Interborough subway 
plan: 


1, Operating expense and earnings should 
be averaged over the whole system, tac}id- 
ing extensions. The city might suarantee 
a minimum profit and take all surplus be- 
yond a maximum fixed profit. 

~. Construction should he begun sf{mul- 
taneously in all of the five boronehs so 
that all lines, including extensions, shal] be 
ready for operation as far as possible at 
the same time. 

3. The project should cover main trunks 
and extensions for immediate construction 
and operation, passing through or into all 
of the five boroughs. 

4. Free interchange of transfers should be 
accorded at all intersecting points with 
other transportation lines under same man- 
agement or control through stock owner- 
ship or lease. 

5. The plans should consider a second 
trunk line in Manhattan having such con- 
nections with the present system and pro- 
posed extensions of either the present or 
new lines as shall secure convenient pass- 
ing of trains from one svstem to the other 

6. To meet the growing needs in Brvok- 
Ivn and provide for proper service to the 
Borough of Richmond, the Fourth Avenue 
line in Brooklyn should be extended as a 
four-track subway to the point from which 
the Richmond line will branch as a two- 
track subway. 

7. The fare should not exceed 5 cents for 

a continuous or transferred trip in the same 
general or cross line direction, even though 
several transfers be involved. 
Frank J. Sprague, who sent to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission a proposal for the 
operation of the ‘“‘‘reverse route *’—Lex- 
ington Avenue above Thirty-fourth Street 
and Seventh Avenue below that street—to 
be considered in case the present Inter- 
borough offer is rejected, and ‘‘in the 
belief that it would insure with absolute 
certainty an ultimate amalgamation of 
subway routes,’’ sent a letter to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission in which he denied 
that hé was ever a consulting engineer for 
the Interborough or in the present offer 
was representing either the Interborough 
or the McAdoo system.

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LIKENED TO JUDAS ISCARIOT. 


Episcopal Opinion of the Criticisms 
of Dr. Holmes, Unitariah. 

The Rev. Ernest M. Stires, rector of St. 
Thomas’s Episcopal Church, replied yes- 
terday to the criticism of the erection of 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine ex- 
pressed by the Rev. Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes at the dinner of the Unitarian 


Club on Wednesday night. Dr. Holmes 
had said: 


“What will the people of this city think 
of the Church of God which will spend 
millions for that tomb of marble on 
Morningside Heights when people are 
dying because the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis is in need of funds; 
when the iniquity of child labor exists, 
and so much remains to be done?” 

**It occurs to me,” said Dr. Stires ves- 
terday, *‘that the argument in support of 
the point of view which Dr. Holmes has 
advanced was first voiced about nineteen 
centuries ago and came from the lips of 
Judas Iscariot. When Mary broke the 
alabaster box of ointment in order to 
anoint the Master's feet, Judas exclaimed, 
you remember: ‘ Might not this ointment 
have been sold for more than three hun- 
dred pence and given to the poor?’ 

‘All about us here we see the rise of 
magnificent temples to Mammon—the 
great new Public Library at Forty-second 
Street, serving the intellectual side of 
man; the wonderful new hostelries spring- 
ing up all about ‘to minister to the 
body of man and his comfort. Is it then 
right and fitting that the house of God 
should move into a ‘side street? 

“It was this feeling that prompted 
St. Thomas’s Church to remain where it 
was, although, after the fire, this plot 
could have been sold for $2,500,000, and 
we could have saved much money by 
moving uptown. We stayed here because 
we believed that a church should have as 
conspicuous a site and as nearly perfect 
a building as that new library or those 
hotels. 

“Just so it is with the new cathedral. 
It is but right that in this city the great 
finger shoulderise on Morningside Heights, 
as the steeple of old Trinity does at the 
head of Wall Street, to remind men that 
all things of worth are not those of the 
material world. hae ibis 

‘I question another side of this Uni- 
tarian argument. I question the propriety 
of such a criticism as has been _ made, 
without some proofs of what the Unitari- 
ans themselves have done. It must be 
remembered that the very people who are 
building this great cathedral are the peo- 
ple who have given most largely to the 
poor; the people of the church, which 
does, perhaps, without the exception otf 
any other denomination, the widest and 
greatest work among the needy—in the 
East Side, in the hospitals, in the sections 
of the city which are not fashionable. 
And I ask, What is there to show on the 
other side? What hospitals do the Uni- 
tarians support? What sacrifices are 
they making for the poor? What propor- 
tion of their goods are their people giv- 
ing for charity’s sake? 

‘‘It is seemly that they should look to 
themselves before they criticise.

it Would Remedy Many Present Evils, 
John Moody Tells Securities Board. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—A protest against 
what he called Government interference 
in the capitalization of railroads was 
made by (haries Dawes, President of the 
Centra} Trust ‘Yompany of Illinois, in the 
hearing tu-day before the Railroad Securi- 
ties Commission, which is seeking light 
as to the feasibility of recoinmending to 
Congress Federul control of railroad 
stocks and bonds. 

Mr. Dawes said while he favored a gen- 
eral Government regulation of public 
utility corporations he opposed a control 
which would discourage development °n4 
initiative. 

As to rate making, he said, since one 
railroad alone had 200,000,000 kinds cf 
rates he did not see how any one body 
was going to fix all the rates of all tie 
railroads. 

John Moody, called as an expert on 
railroad securities, cited instaaces to 
show why Federal control of securities 
would be desirable. 

The New York, New Haven & Hartfor‘, 
by purchasing trolley and steamsnip lines, 
had created a monopoly of traific be- 
tween New York and Boston, and the 
capitalization of the road had been in- 
creased 900 per cent., he said. 

“At the present time the New York 
Central is more worried over the keening 
of its finances than it is in increasing the 
efficiency of its service,’’ declared the 
witness. 

In the sale of another railroad, he said, 
the prime consideration was the imme- 
diate prospect of making from 590,000,000 
or $100,000,000 in the manipulation of se- 
curities. 

Stock jobbing and other evils incident 
to the watering of stock, Mr. Moody 
thought, were some of the things that 
would be remedied by Federal control. 
The sessions of the commission will be 
concluded in Chicago to-morrow, and will 
be resumed later in Washington.

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MEXICAN UPRISING 
CONTINUES TO GROW 





{Leaders Say They Have 4,000 


Men and Are Fighting Now 
for Time and Arms. 





MANY GOVERNMENT DEFEATS 





Navaro Cut Off and Many Towns 
Taken—Our Cavalry Find Complete 


Arsenal Hidden Near Border.

EL. PASO, Texas, Jan. 26.—The Mexican 
uprising is growing in importance rather 
than decreasing, as the Mexican Govern- 
ment continues to assert. Bands of men, 
numbering several hundreds in many 
cases, are now operating against the Diaz 
forces in Sonora, and Northern Chihua- 
hua, and in every instance where bat- 
tles have been fought it is de- 
ciated the rebels have won. The 
rebels’ plan has been not to hoid 
any of the towns they have taken, but 
to retreat and trap the Federals, who 
followed them. The Federal Government 
has admitted that fifty men were killed 
im the fighting south of hefe, near. Ga- 
leana, while disinterested Americans from 
the region declare the insurgents am- 
bushed the Government forces in a pass 
and killed eighty out of a hundred. 
Moreover, it is known, that fifty wound- 
ed Federals are now jn the hospital at 
Casas Grandes, near Galeana. 

Confirmation !Is given also to the report 
that the rebels trapped 150 Federal cav- 
alrymen near Ojinaga and killed all but 
a iew of them. Fighting continues near 
Oj naga. ' 

Nor is there any question that Gen. 
Navarro is cut oif west of Chihuahua. 
After Gen. Luque opened up the railroad 
when Navarro was at Pedernales the 
rebels retreated from their headquarters 
at Guerrero and allowed Navarro to 
march on and occupy the place. Then 
they slipped back between him and Chi- 
huahua, cut the track by destroying steel 
bridges on the Mexico Northwestern Rail- 
road, and he is again isolated and his 
men have been fought every time they 
ventured out. 

Meantime rebels have captured Monte- 
zuma, Sahuhuaripa, Yecora, and several 
towns in Sonora, while on Sunday a band 
from the Texas side of the river crossed 
Over the border thirty-five miles east of 
here and captured the Mexican town of 
San Ignacio. Federal troops from Juarez, 
which is opposite El] Paso, drove this 
band out yesterday afternoon, and it is 
reported to-night that they are fighting 
near there, 

Company F, Twenty-third United States 
Infantry, from El Paso has gone to guard 
the Texas border at the point opposite 
where the fighting is reported. The 
trouble is interfering largely with: the im- 
portation of cattle from Mexico and may 
affect the meat supply of the Southwest, 
as from $50,000 to $100,000 worth of cattle 
have been cleared through the Custom 
House here each week in the past. 

The rebels, so far, have shown very lit- 
tle generalship, but their readers declare 
that they have merely been striking and 
running in order to draw the army to 
Northern Mexico, so that their men 
could arm themselves tn the southern 
part of the country. Men high up in the 
movement who are making their head- 
quarters in El Paso, among them Abra« 
ham Gonzales, Provisional Governor of 
Chihuahua under the revolutionary re- 
zime, say the insurgents’ manoeuvring 
has all been aimed at getting arms. 

It is reported that several carloads of 
arms have recently been sent out on 
blind sidings east of here along the South- 
ern Pacific Railway, and that the rebels 
soon smuggled them inte Mexico. They

A SOURCE OF EVIL 


Principal Chubb Says Lurid Sun- 
day Pages Distort the Views 
of Children. 





AN INVASION OF VULGARITY 








The Child is Following His Elders, He 
Says, in the Use of Beautifiers, 
Beverages and the Like. 





The comic supplements of some Sunday 
newspapers were censured yesterday by 
Percival Chubb, Principal of the High 
School department of the Eethical Cult- 
ure Society, in a speech at the Child Wel- 
fare Exhibit in the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment Armory. 

These comic supplements, because of 
their * glorification of the cheeky, disre- 
spectful, irreverent child,’’ he said, tend- 
ed to make children ‘‘ too smart.” 

“They give the children a distorted 
view of what is commendable and desir- 
able,”’ said Mr. Chubb, ‘‘ and one or two 
hewspapers, on the other hand, stand 
apart from the rest as exhibiting an en- 
deavor to provide wholesome material. 

‘Education in this city is largely to 
protect the child from the unfavorable 
aault environment with which the child 
is necessarily surrounded. This city is 
not a child’s world. It is an adult world, 
which recks little of the effect of its 
adult ways on the sensitiveness and inno- 
cence of the young. ‘he nervous rush and 
crush, the selfish push and greedy haste 
whith reach a barbarous cliinax in the 
Subway, the immodest assertiveness, are 
ail unwholesome and ruinous to children. 
The interest of tie child is everywhere 
nudged with things that concern his eld- 
ers—beautifiers, beverages, and the like. 

“Against these influences the teachers 
of the city have to wage a grim and un- 
certain war. The teachers have to coun- 
teract the influence of the adult theatre 
and vaudeville with -its ragtime ditties,. 
which heedless parents allow their chil- 
dren to patronize. The moral task of 
the school] is to protect the boys against 
the smoking, drinking, and gambling 
which they see around them. The girls, 
in the same way, have to be protected by 
the schoois from folly and immodesty in 
dress and from all the vagaries of flaunt- 
ing fashion: 

“These things will continue to, happen 
until every school board is primarily a 
board of moral health which jealously 
Suards the child against all forms of 
moral disease—posters, shows, sensational 
newspapers and songs. The newspaper 
should not be free to the child under six- 
teen, at least. Its @mronicle of scandal, 
sin. and crime gives a distorted view to 
the child. 

“The child should have its own periodi- 
cal literature. The popular monthlies and 
bi-monthlies are not objectionable. But 
this very tameness of the monthlies may 
account for the Sunday debauch in flam- 
boyant color and violent drawings. It is 
when we come to that American monster 
of misrule, the Sunday newspaper, with 


. its lurid comic supplement for the child’s 


particular oenefit, that our trouble begins. 
It is, in almost every case, the product of 
the newspaper vaudeville artist, who has 
lost his sense of humor, his ethical values 
and his taste. 

“It glorifies the smart child, proficient 
in monkey tricks: the cheeky, disrespect- 
ful, and irreverent child, who ‘ guys’ 
his elders-and betters; the libertine child 
Its so-caHled 
humor is the humor of distortion, akin 
to that provided for the parents in those 
inane cartoons which serve up daily and 
nightly in our yellow journals the mis- 
shapen, apelike creatures of a diseased 
imagination. 

*“It is strange that the churches and 
Sunday schools have not been active to 
suppress this Sunday invasion of vulgar- 
ity. Is any child who has feasted on this 
coarse food in any state of mind to attend 
Sunday school or church? Is indulgence 
in this comic supplement habit calculated 
to induce the right kind of reaction after 
the services of the Sunday School 
chureh2 If the parents, as their chief 
Sunday relaxation, give themselves up to 
the enjoyment of the average type of 
swollen Sunday newspaper, with its ugly 
mosai> of scandal, gossip, and crime, and 
its frequent indecent piquancy—what is 
to be expected of the children?”’

Didn’t Obey the Court’s Order to Ap- 
pear—Guilty of Contempt. 
Detective Thomas F. Cleary of the Vice 
Squad was sent to the Tombs yesterday 
by Judge Malone, in General Sessions, in 


default of $50 fine for contempt of court. 

Cleary, who had been subpoenaed as a 
Witness in a case being tried before 
Judge Malone, failed to respond when xis 
name was called on Tuesday.

TRAIN RIDING NO THEFT. 


Justice Goff 'icleases a Man Whom a 
Justice of the Peace Held. 


Supreme Court Justice Goff ordered the 
release yesterday on a writ of habcas 
corpus of Joseph Patterson, convicted by 
a W estchester Justice of the Peace of 
violating Section 1,990 of the Penal law. 
The offense charged against Patterson in 
the complaint, and on which he was ar- 
raigned, was “train riding.’’

are legally entitled to practice their so- 
called mental healing is to be carried to 


the highest court. The Christian Scient- 
they will welcome the test, as 
they are quice as anxious as are the mem- 
bers of the County Medical Society to 
learn just where they stand in the matter 
Of practicing. 

The views of the Scientists were clearly 
expressed in the Jefferson Market Court 
yesterday by Mr. Cole’s counsel, ex-Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome, when he said: 

“ The statutes provide that persons shall 
not be persecuted in the practice of their 
religious belief. Were the sort of prose- 
cution here attempted sustained it would 
do away with all religious performances 
and abolish: the use of the relics of St. 
Ann and certain rites of the Jewish faith, 
and interfere with many religious func- 
tions.”’ 

The action bv Magistrate Freschi in 
dismissing the charge against Cole was 
based upon a technicality. When Cole 
was arraigned it was found that the com- 
plaint, made by Mrs. !sabella Goodwin, 
the police matron who gathered the evi- 
dence against Cole, was not signed with 
her name. Neither was Mrs. Goodwin in 
court wher her name was called. She ar- 
rived twenty minutes after the case had 
been dismissed. 

The courtroom was crowded with Chris- 
tian Scientists when Cole was arraigned. 
Many of them were practitioners, like 
Cole, and interested in the outcome of the 
prosecution. Among the best-known 
members of the sect who were on hand 
were Eugene R. Cox, Chairman of the 
Christian Science Publication Committee 
here, and Virgil O. Strickler, First Read- 
er in the First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist. 

Immediately after the charge against 
Cole was dismissed he hastened from the 
courtroom, followed by his friends. And 
on the sidewalk he held an informal re- 
ception until frightened away by a news- 
paper photographer, who chased him to 
the nearest elevated railway station. 

Not long after Cole reached hig office in 
the Brunswick Building, at 225 Fifth Ave- 
nue, the summons to appear before the 
Magistrate again this morning was served. 
This action was brought about by Al- 
muth C. Vandiver, counsei for the County 
Medical: Society. Mr. Vandiver said later 
that in summoning Cole to appear to-day 
he was proceeding under the inferior 
courts law of 1910, which gives a Magis- 
trate authority to investigate any crime 
supposed to have been committed. 

The same affidavit that was made by 
Mrs. Goodwin after her visit to Cole’s 
office on Jan. 7, but which she failed to 
sign, will be used by the County Med- 
ical Society. The document was signed 
yesterday afternoon after Cole was dis- 
missed and filed with the Magistrate. In 
this affidavit and complaint Mrs. Good- 
win says Cole charged her $2 for a “ si- 
lent treatment,”” in which he simply sat 
with half-closed eyes and prayed for fif- 
teen minutes. This ‘“ treatment,’ says 
Mrs. Goodwin,. was supposed to relieve 
her of palpitation of the heart and kidney 
trouble.

HAS FASCINATING WALTZES 





Musical Comedy of the Rococo Period 
Has Audacious Libretto—Ovation 


and Banquet for Composer.

DRESDEN, Jan. »6—Richard Strauss s 
new musical comedy, “‘ The Rose Cava- 
lier,” had its first production this eve- 
ning at the Dresden Royal Opera 
House before a brilliant international 
audience, composed of the German 
aristocracy, composers, critics, and im- 
presarios from every European capital. 
The work, which is in three acts, lasted 
three hours and a half. Wild enthusi- 
asm at the end of each act pecame a 
stormy ovation at the close for Strauss, 
Hofmannsthal, and.Ernst von Schuch. 

Judging by the impression made upon 
the premiére audience the work will be 
@ tremendous popular success. It 
makes a more direct appeal than “ Sa- 
lome” or “‘ Elektra” on account of the 
subject and melodiousness and the fas- 
cinating waltz rhythms. Throughout 
there is a combination of Mozart's 
“ Figaro” and Verdi's “ Falstaff,”’ vith 
a double distilled extract of sauce pi- 
quante a la Strauss. 

The librettist has taken advantage of 
the license in speech and action of the 
Rococo period to write an audaciously 
free text. ‘The audience gasped when 
the curtain rose on the first scene, not- 
withstanding they were seeing an ex- 
purgated edition. The opening situa- 
tion shows gorgeous costumes, histori- 
cally accurate to the smallest detail. 
The cost of the production is 50,000 


ITHINKS OUR PLAYS TRIFLING. 


Henry Arthur Jones Tells Columbia 
Students Where the Drama Is Lacking. 


“In any country where literature and 
the drama were in alliance, three-fourths 
of our most successful plays in England 
and America would never be heard of. 
The other fourth would be tolerated and 
smiled at as harmless nonsense or sensa- 
tion.”” Henry Arthur Jones, the English 
dramatist, gave this estimate of the 
American stage in a lecture at Columbia 
University yesterday afternoon on “ The 
Aims and Duties of a National Theatre.”’ 

His diagnosis of our dramatic ills is that 
there is not the necessary alliance be- 
tween literature and the drama. Eng- 
land is America’s companion in misery in 
this respect, said Mr. Jones. In France, 
however, it has been otherwise, he con- 
tinued. For two centuries and a half it 
has had an alliance between literature 
and the drama. Every man of letters is 
almost necessarily a man of the theatre. 

' “Hence great traditions of authorship 





hence the average playgoer can find 
amusement and delight in plays that are 
also pieces of literature,’’ said Mr. Jones. 
“Hence playgoing means something more 
than merely Famine to see the pretty face 
of a favorite star, or the funny tricks 0 
a comedian. Hence also there is a habit 
of reading modern plays—a habit I take 
to be at once the sign and the security of 
a modern national drama. 

“The New Theatre, which is a beauti- 
ful, dignified building that is an ornament 
to your city, and a testimony to. the 
princely munificence of its founders, is 
America’s National theatre. Unfortu- 
nately a National theatre is not.a Na- 
tional drama. Two different answers 
could be given to the question of what 
the object of The New Theatre is. It 
might be thought that the design of the 
enterprise was to cultivate a very deli- 
cate, refined, exclusvie dramatic art that 
should give a social pleasure to the upper 
class, someti’ng akin to the opera. But 
that isn’t the purpose of The New Thea- 
tre’s existence. "Fhe design of the enter- 

rise was to raise the level of the drama 
n America, and foster a school of Na- 
tional drama.’”’

The remark is interpreted to 
mean that the impresario general’s ex- 
alted superiors don’t share his own high 
opinion of the composer of * Salome” 
end * Elektra.”’

Marston, the tcastmaster, told several 
stories in which the speakers were ‘‘Pat ”’ 
and ‘“* Mike,’’ and which, therefore, con- 
tained a number of ‘“ Begorras.’”’ The 
Walker Quartet selection, ‘‘ Every Little 
Movement Has a Meaning of Its Own,”’ 
was loudly applauded. 

Water was the strongest fluid of which 
the 180 partook, so that if there was any 
stimulation to gayety outside of the 
diners’ own spirits it must have come 
from a smaller room opening off the main 
dining .room, in which the Rockefeller 


class was eating. Forty men, constituting, 
it was said, a college club, had this 
smaller room. They had a piano, and they 
furnished their own music. 

At first the transom was open, but the 
noise from the little dining room was 
soon so oOverpowering that the speakers 
in the main dining room could not hear 
themselves, and the transom was closed.

IN BANKRUPTCY CASE

S. Rosenberg Accused of Con- 
spiracy Against Isidor Blum- 
enfeld, Silk Merchant. 





SIX OTHERS ALONG WITH HIM 





United States District Attorney Wise 
Promised to Expose “Sharks on the 
Trail of Business Man in Trouble.” 





By the indictment of Samuel Rosen- 
berg, @ lawyer, whose specialty is bank- 
ruptcy cases, and six others who were 
associated with him in bringing involun- 
tary bankruptcy proceedings against 
Isidor Blumenfeld, a silk merchant of 
1,329. Fifth Avenue, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Wise yesterday began a 
work which he has planned to reform the 
methods of the Bankruptcy Court. 

Who the six others included.in the in- 
dictment are will be made public upon 
their apprehension to-day. Rosenberg, 
who was taken into custody at his offices 
at 309 Broadway, was arraigned before 
Judge Holt, who held him in $3,000 bail 
for trial. 

On six counts Rosenberg is charged 
with conspiring to conceal and misap- 
propriate. the assets of Blumenfeld while 
acting as attorney for Samuel - Harris, 
who was appointed receiver. It was also 
specified that he conspired, with others, 
to induce an employe of another lawyer 
to impersonate a United States Marshal, 
for the. purpose of terrifying the bankrupt 
and thus inducing him to become a party 
to the concealment of his stock. 

According to District Attorney Wise, 
the case sets a new precedent in that it is 
the first one in which indictments have 
been returned against the entire group in- 
volved in what has: become a standard 
form of conspiracy “to utilize false oaths, 


proofs, and accounts in defeating the 
purposes of the bankruptcy law.”’ 


Times’s Report Warned Blamenfeld. 


Public notice that the District Attor- 
ney’s Office purposed to fight bad prac- 
tices in bankruptcy proceedings was given 
by Mr. Wise at a banquet of the Credit 
Men's Association several weeks ago, 


when he said that disreputable lawyers 
hung upon the trail of business men in 
trouble as sharks fallow steamships out 
to sea, and that. he wished there was 
some way to disbar a number of such 
attorneys whose names he was willing to 
divulge, 

Soon after the report of Mr. Wise’s 
speech appeared in Tom NEw YorxK TIMES 
Isidor Blumenfeld called at THE Timps 
office with a request to be shown the 
article in the files. He said after looking 
at it that it outlined experiences that he 
seemed to be going through. His story, 
which was: printed in THE TIMES, was 
also submitted to the District Attorney 
in the form of an affidavit, and after ex- 
amination by Assistant District Attornev 
Levy it was taken before the Grand Jurv. 
_. The Pacific Woolen Company, the Yan- 
kee Silk Company, and Ozdoba Brothers 
filed a petition against Blumenfeld in in- 
voluntary bankruptcy on Nov. 28, charg- 
ing that Blumenfeld owed them various 
small amounts. The indictment, in one 
of its counts, says that the claim as to 
money due in one instance was fraudu- 
lent, and was known to be such to the 
firm making it.

Upon Blumenfeld’s employing another 
attorney the receiver and the receiver’s 
lawyer, Rosenberg, abused him roundly 
and told him it would go ill with him if 
he did not take the one recommended. It 
was then proposed, Blumenfeld. declared. 
that his stock, \warth $38,000, shoulé be 
taken away, except a:small portion, which 
would be left for the creditors in general.

ROOSEVELT MAN IS FIRST 





Edward J, Bourke, Who Served In the 
Spanish War, Leads All In 
the Examination. 





The names of i188 Lieutenants, who 
passed the last examination for promotion 
to’ Captaincies, were sent to Police Com- 
missioner Cropsey yesterday by the 
Municipal Civil Service Commission.

He 
was present at the battle of Santiago Bay. 
Since his return to the police force 
Rourke has made several rescues from 
fire and drowning, and in a recent fire 
at ‘the Manhattan terminal of Brooklyn 
Bridge he climbed into the rafters and 
turned off the electric switches. It is 
eaid that he is to receive a medal for this 
> *.— at the next police parade, when all med- 
‘f ais are awarded. 

Alfred W. Thor, who stands second on 
the list with a mark of 89.20 per cent., is 
now Acting Captain of the Fourth Ave- 
nue Station in Brooklyn. Thor served 
under Gen, Bingham when the latter was 
in the army and at one time was Gen. 
Bingham’s orderly. He has been near 
the head of the list before, but Gen. Bing- 
ham passed over him and afterward de- 
clined to make any explanation of his 
motive. 

Third on the list comes Detective 
TAeutenant “Jimmy” Dunn, the “ Boy 
Detective.” Dunn ha&s served in his 
present place for more than 25 years and 
is regarded as having a more extended 
acquaintance among criminals and the 
denizens of the underworld than any 
6ther member of the police force. He has 


been the chief aid of commander after 
commander of the Detective Bureau. 

William F. Peabody, most widely 
known because of his dismissal from the 
force after his visit to Baltimore in the 
interests of Howard Gould at the time 
of the Gould divorce sult, got fourth place 
on the list. Peabody now is in charge 
of detectives in hinatown and the 
Bowery.

“SCHENK JURY LET G0. 


Eleven for Acquittal—Jurors Out More 
Than Twenty-four Hours. 


WHEELING, West Va, Jan, 26.—~After 
struggling for more than twenty-four 
hours with the mass of technica] and sen- 
sational testimony, the jurors in the casé 
of Mrs. Laura Farnsworth Schenk, 
charged with poisoning her husband, John 
O. Schenk, announced late to-day that 
they were hopelessly divided and could 
not reach a verdict. Judge L. 8. Jordan 
importuned them to further efforts, but at 
6:04 P. M. discharged them from the case 
and the long-drawn-out trial resulted in a 
disagreement. To-night Mrs. Schenk ts 
again in jail, despite her hopes that she 
would be a free woman upon the verdict 
of the fury. 

The final vote taken by the jury stood 
eleven for acquittal and one for convic- 
tion. On the first ballot taken within 
five minutes after the jury retired at 8:56 
o'clock on Wednesday evening, eight 


jurors voted for acquit three for con- 
viction, and one so vote. 

On the second ballot there were nine 
votes for acquittal] and three for convic.- 
tion.

N. Y. LEAGUE’S BUSY DAY. 
Numerous Changes Made in Constitu- 
tion—Salary Limit, $3,000. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 26.—The fran- 
chises of the eight clubs which expired 
to-day were renewed for five years, 
numerous _ constitutional amendments 
were adopted, John H. Farrell was re- 
elected President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer, and the salary Iimit was fixed at 
$3,000 at the meeting of the New .York 
State Baseball League here to-day. 

It was decided that in the event of a 
club’s retiring from membership in the 
league and another being chosen to fill 
its place, the retiring club will not have a 
vote on the question. Other constitutional 
changes were: 

The guarantee fund of the teams shall 
be paid to the League Treasurer by Feb. 


1, instead of April 1, as formerly. 

The Board of Directors shall comprise 
the President of the league, and one mem- 
ber of each club. 

Restricted contracts and side arrange- 
ments are prohibited. 

In the failure of the regular umpire to 
turn up at a game each club Captain will 
select one man from three men on the 
other team. These two will umpire the 
game. 

Clubs are prohtbited from selling or 
trading players to any team in the league 
during the last thirty days of the season. 

The failure of a visiting club to furnish 
its batting order to the home team before 
19 o’clock on the morning of the game 
will be punishable Ly a fine of $10, to be 
paid to the home club. 

The giving of rain checks is made op- 

tional. ' 
* Any club refusing to continue or begin 
play, or failing to report at the time fixed 
for the game, except in the case of rail- 
road accidents, &c., or allowing the team 
to leave the grounds, or refusing to play 
when ordered by the umpire, may be 
fined not less than $100 and not more 
than $500 by the President of the league, 
the amount to he paid to the Treasurer 
of the league within ten days. 

Auy club or officer carrying a dispute 
into court automatically forfeits the fran- 
chise and membership in the league by the 
act. . 

In case of a tie for the championship 
five ganies will be played instead of three 
as heretofore.

SHIFTY AHRARN WINS 
BOUT WITH DESHLER 


Brooklyn ‘Dancing Master’ Show- 
ers Bostonian with Blows With- 
out Taking Many in Return. 








Young Ahearn, the Brooklyn “ dancing 
master,’ defeated Dave Deshler of Bos- 
ton in their ten-round bout before the 
Brooklyn Beach A. C. last night. The 
Brooklyn boy jabbed Deshler around the 
ring for the greater part of the ten 
rounds and proved the same elusive boxér 
in avotding punishment as in his other 
fights. He led by a big margin at the 
finish, and showed no signs of punish- 
ment, while Deshler’s face was badly cut 
and was covered with blood. Deshler’s 
showing was somewhat of a disappoint- 
ment, and he failed to land any hard 
blows, except in the clinches. Referee 
McEvoy at one time remarked that he 
would chase Deshler from the ring if he 
did not do more work. 

It was a battle of Ahearn, the boxer, 
against Deshler the fighter,,and the boxer 
did all the work. Deshler was handi- 
capped somewhat in height and reach, 
and did not show much willingness to 
mix matters. In the last two rounds 
there was’ more action than in the pre- 
vious eight, due to Ahearn’s change from 
boxing to fighting... The bout by rounds: 

ROUND 1—After Ai:carn had landed several 
times with his left without getting a return 
Deshler rushed the Brooklyn boy to the ropes 
and led in a fast exchange. Deshler rushed 
Ahearn around the ring and had a big advan- 
tage in the infighting. Ahearn danced around 
the ring, jabbing with his left, but most of 


It was Deshler’s 
round. 


ROUND 2—Ahearn opened with a left to 
Deshler’s face, but was soon cornered and had 
to take several hard punches in the- clinch. 
There was more light jabbing by Ahearn, and 
then Deshler rushed him to the corner, land- 
ing hard on the body with both hands. Ahearn 
landed o hard left to the face and followed 
with equally hard rights and lefts. Deshler 
again rushed Ahearn to the corner just before 
the bell. The round was even. 

ROUND 8—For the first two minutes only 
five blows were struck, all light left jabs by 
Ahearn. Deshler was evidently puzzled by 
Ahearn’s dancing -tactics and smiled as the 
Rreoklyn bey hopped around the ring. Desh- 
ler had the better of one short exchenge, but 
Ahearn landed several left jabs near the end 
of the round. It was Ahearn’s round. 

ROUND 4—Desbler began to carry the fight- 
ing to Ahearn and Janded a séries of hard 
wallops in the first minute of the round, Dur- 
ing the remainder of the period Ahearn clev- 
erly evaded Deshler’s rushes and jabbed the 
New England boy at will, jumping away with- 
out taking any blows. Deshler continued to 
fight after the bell rang, not hearing the 
gong. It was Ahearn’s round. 

ROUND 5—Deshler faited tg land a single 
clean blow, either in the open fighting or the 
clinches. Ahearn continued t@ put his left 
jab to Deshler’s face, often sending over two 
or three in rapid succession without petting 
‘anything like a _ return. Ahearn’s blows, 
however, had no steam. , Deshler seemed un- 
able to corner Ahearn. ’ 


ROUND There was little fighting in this 
session, light jabbing by Ahearn and clinching 
taking up most of the time. The crowd was 
anxious fur more action, and the referee 
warned the men to do more fighting. Near 
the end of the round Deshler twice rushed 
Ahearn to the ropes, but did little damage. 


ROUND 7—Dashler carried the fighting to 
Ahearn strong in this round and rushed the 
brooklyn bey to the ropes five times, leading 
each time tn the exchange of punches. Ahearn 
landed several left jabs, which were light. It 
was Deshler’s round. 

ROUND S Neither landed any damaging 
blows. Deshler was tftying with his left for 
Ahearn’s stomach and landed a few times, but 
ligntiy. Deshler at one time cornered Ahearn, 
but the Brooklyn boy ducked away cleverly. 
Both were sparring cautiously &nd there was 
littie action. 

ROUND 9—Ahearn led all the way. He 
jabbed Deshler repeatedly with his left and 
occasionally showed that he could use his 
right by getting over some hard swings with 
that hand. There was more action in this 
round than in any other and Ahearn did all 
the work. 

ROUND 10—Ahearn tore in like a cham- 
pion and made a grand finish. He landed 
with both right and left and forced Deshier 
around the ring, jabbing the Boston boy in 
rapia successio. without getting a hard re- 
turn. Deshler’s forehead was badly cut and 
his face was covered with blood at the finish. 
It was easily Ahearn’s round, and he gained 
the popular verdict by a wide margin. ' 

In the opening preliminary Young Nel- 
son outpointed oung Jersey in four 
rounds. Georgie McGregor, a southpaw 
boxer, jabbed Frankie York around the 
ring tor fur rounds, the latter taking 
considerable punishment while trying to 
get over a haymaker. Young Jack Black- 
burn and Young Dan furnished plenty of 
action in their four-round bout, which 
was a draw.

New York Ready to Play Chicago at 
Popular New Game. 


Tom Wells, the golf professional, at 
the indoor links at Seventy-ninth Street 
and Broadway, said yesterday that he 
was ready to pick a team of New York 
golfers from his indoor courts to play an 
intercity match with Chicago by tele- 
graph just as soon as the formal challenge 
of the Westerners arrived. Wells is en- 
thusiastic about the idea, and said that 
many persons who play on his courts 
were in fine form to enter the competition 
at short notice, 


Golf by telegraph will be something new 
in the Easf, but the competition has been 
tried successfully in the West. The tele- 
graph instrument is placed near the in- 
door golf court, and each stroke is sent 
over the wire just as soon as the player 
makes it. The indoor game can be played 
in much shorter time than the outdoor 
game. 

The indodr links have a floor space of 
10,000 square feet and have seven courts, 
two of these being long courts for tour- 
nament play, with arrangements to seat 


a large gallery to watcn the matches. The 
strokes are made the same as in the 
outdoor game, only the flight of the ball 
is limited by various canvas -pockets. 
These canvases represent the different 
distances, and the player has a, chance to 
use every club in his bag, and may drive 
the ball just as ha as he does.out of 
doors. The canvases are arranged to 
catch the balls, so there is no chance of 
a rebound. The putting greens provide 
for putts up to eight feet. 

The tees have rough matt surfaces and 
the ball always has a good lie. The in- 
door courts provide excellent opportuni- 
ties for approach shots, for some of the 
short approaches have to be made to 
smaller size canvases and require ac- 
curacy tn execution. 

The game has become popular at the 
indoor courts, and many players prac- 
tice there every day. <A country club has 
leased one of the courts exclusively for 
the use of its own members. There is 
much interest in the proposed match with 
Chicago by telegraph, and the team to 
represent New York “fill probably be 
«<hosen by trial competition.

ZBYSCKO LOSES 
HANDICAP MATCH 


Yankee Rogers Proves the Stum- 
bling Block to the Cham- 
pion Polish Wrestler.

Yankee Rogers, the champion wrestler 
of New England, put a crimp in the 
aspirations of Zbyszko, the powerful 
Polish wrestler last night, by refusing to 
be thrown in anything like easy fashion 
or short time. 

Zbyszko had elected to throw three 
men in an hour, but he only succeeded 
in throwing two. Rogers was the second 
of the pair, and’so stubbornly did he op- 
pose the Pole, that he was only downed 
after more than forty-nine minutes of the 
bout had gone. Zybyszko, previously, 
having thrown the Russian Giant, Ivan 


Podowski, itn short order. 
These shows. whicih Joe Humphreys 


has promulgated have evidently caught 
the popular fancy judging by the large 
crowd which filled the Grand Central 
Palace last night to witness the third 
tournament of the season. 


It was a particularly cosmopolitan 
crowd, about every nation on the globe 
being represented. There wera also many 
women and girls present, and even in- 
fants enlivened the affair with vocal 
demonstrations delivered in* their own 
noone way, whether as protests or in- 

orsements of the show was not officially 
determined. 

Zbyscko was the star of the occasion.

Demetral had to be pried off his man, the 
crowd meanwhile becoming wildly excited 
and protesting at What looked to be a 
Strangle hold. It is, however, a very 
unusual hold and seldom obtained. It 
seems cruel and the crowd sympathized 
with McLoughlin in his protest. 

Referee Johnny Dunn declared it a fair 
fall in 14 minutes. 

The second bout was also the first of a 
handicap match, John Lemm, the Ger- 
man-Swiss champion, agreeing to throw 
Hians Lehnert twice in an hour. Lemm 
obtained his first fall in 12 minutes and 
10 seconds by a combination body and 
scissors hold. 

Will Bingham, an English champion 
wrestler, and Jalli Yuma, a Japanese, 
gave a jiu-jitsu exhibition, which Bing- 
ham won in 19 mifutes and 10 seconds, 
Yuma, as Joe Humphreys announced, hav- 
ing a genteel sufficiency. 

Demetral’s second opponent was Fritz 
Mohl, who had about thirty pounds the 
advantage in weight, which he used for 
all it was worth, It was a stubborn bout, 
Mohl acting on the defensive nearly the 
entire time, When the bout had but ten 
seconds of the time limit of twenty-six 
minutes to go the Greek secured a scrotch 
hold and pinned his man. Time, 26:50. 
Moht was infuriated by the decision and 
tried to continue wrestling. When he 
was finally pried away from Demetral he 
made a pas sat Demetral, which natural- 
ly set the crowd against him. He left the 
mat amid jeers and groans.

There were no stalling delays in. the 
work of both men, and the crowd was 
constantl moved to outbursts of ap- 
plause for Rogers’s good showing. 
Zbyscko won this his second fall in 49:20 
with a crotch and lock hold 

This left Zbyscko only sixt minutes to 
throw Americus, his third opponent, who 
is the Hght heavyweight champion of 
America. Americus started on the defen- 
sive and seemed determined to keep 
Zbyscko so busy’ breaking holds that he 
would not have the opportunity to get 
any himself. He succeeded in this object, 
the time expiring with Zbyscko working 
madiy to secure a real hold. 

During the evening Humphreys an- 
nounced that Hackenschmidt had chal- 
lenged any man in the world, Gotch 
barred, to throw him thre time in two 
hours. Zbyscko took exception to the 
tenor of Hackenschmidt’s challenge and 
offered to accept the defi of the Russian 
Lion as a straight proposition, with no 
advantage to either man in the terms of 
the match.

LAWS FOR AVIATORS. 


Bills Governing Aerlal Highways In- 
troduced In California Legislature. 


In California, where aviation is the 
great Winter atiraction, both for native 
sons and visitors seeking a mild climate, 
and where Glenn H. Curtiss is training 
army ahd navy officers, and Eugenes Ely 
is flying to and from Uncle Sam’s battle-, 
ship as a morning diversion, they are 
making laws to govefn the birdmen. 

The first bills governing aerial high- 
ways have been introduced in the Cali- 
fornia Legislature at Sacramento by As- 
semblyman Fitzgerald in the Assembly 


and by Senator Wolfe in the Senate. They 
were prepared under the guidance of the 
Pacific Aero Club at San Francisco, and 
provide first for the designation of aero- 

lanes as ‘‘ motor vehicles,’’ the register- 
ng of such vehicles with the Secretary of 
State and the taking out of a license num- 
ber. to be displayed as on the automobile. 

The bills also contain a clause regarding 
the carrying of lights. It is provided that 
all aeroplanes shall arwniet 6 ‘“‘at least four 
lights, one in the centre ‘of the vehicle in 
front of the driver, one at the extreme 
rear, and one at each end of the lifting 
planes, these last two to be one red and 
one green, the red light to be placed at 
the end of the right plane and the green 
at the end of the left plane.’’ 

These bills are not the only proposed 
legislation. The shooting clubs in Cali- 
fornia are urging legislatfon to govern 
shooting game from aeroplanes. They 
fear that the birdmen will chase the 
feathered tribe off their preserves and 
make shooting from the ground more dif- 
ficult than it is now.

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COMMERCE WITH CANADA. 

President Tart goes far indeed when 
in his message transmitting to Con- 
gress the new reciprocity treaty with 
Canada he says that his purpose has 
been to obtain a treaty that would be, 
not only mutually advantageous to both 
countries, but “truly National in its 
scope as applied to our country and 
* * * of benefit to all sections.” It 
is impossible to limit the application of 
that argument to the case of Canada. 
It is of vastly greater breadth and log- 
ically must be held to embrace all 
countries. This language reflects the 
advance in Republican thinking on tar- 
iff subjects under the spur of a univer- 
sal popular demand for relief from the 
burdens we have so long borne, which 
by their relation to the cost of living 
have come to be seriously felt. 

The intent of the negotiators of the 
treaty to afford this relief and to lessen 
the cost of living through the lowering 
of tariff taxes may be understood from 
the fact that each country consumes in 
excess of $47,000,000 of the goods of 
the other on which there is now a re- 
ciprocal alteration of duty, the bargain 
being so even that the difference is a 
half million dollars only. But this 
value is 91 per cent. of the United 
States imports, and 36 per cent. of the 
Canadian imports. Moreover, only 9 
per cent. of our Canadian imports re- 
- main fully dutiable, while 64 per cent., 
or $85,198,000, of Canadian imports re- 
main dutiable. The method by which 
these results are reached is by remov- 
ing mutually the duty on many food- 
stuffs, and by each country making 
free several commodities already free 
in the other. This list is increased by 
including many secondary products in 
a manufactured state, such as canned 
goods. The list of manufactures which 
are favored by this arrangement is 
larger than was anticipated by the 
manufacturers or consumers, and there 
is a small list of special rates for spe- 
efal articles such as coal, cement, fron 
ere, and dressed lumber. The removal 
of the duty on paper and pulp by a re- 
ciprocal provision of the treaty is 
merély the remedying of a blunder for 
which the Administration is paying the 
penalty of repentance, and producing 
fruits meet to prove good faith. The 
best and bravest tariff disregarded the 
advice of the Republican Congressional 
Committee on this matter. 

For us to obstruct trade with Canada, 
and for Canada to obstruct trade with 
us, is flying in the face of nature. The 
water level route beside the Hudson 
is not more a natural trade route than 
those other routes along the rivers of 
the interior and in the valleys between 
the mountain ranges trending north and 
south. If there were no politics in- 
volved the buyers and sellers on either 
side the mountains would choose these 
routes. But men have erected barriers 
between north and south where nature 
created barriers between east and west. 
And it is curious to reflect that on both 
sides the border there is an irreprassi- 
ble politica] conflict between east and 
west, and an almost equally irrepressi- 
ble tendency toward commercial unity 
across the artificial barrier between 
north and south. It may be said that 
human blunders have put asunder those 
whom Providence had intended to join, 

We traded profitably by arrangement 
with Canada until regrettable differ- 
ences on other than trade topics caused 
a breach of commercial relations which 
Canada has been readier than ourselves 
to renew. Our renewed readiness to 
make the arrangement announced to- 
day is the result of a direct popular 
mandate to reduce the cost of lving. 
There is no better or more natural way 

than to increase the supply of what- 
ever has been made artificially dear by 
legal prohibition of access to the mar- 
kets on both sides the border. The poll-

In Canada the opposition will be dealt’ 


with summarily. The Dominion Pre- 
mier already has shown the iron hand 
in the velvet glove, and his career has 
shown that he is sufficiently agile to 
‘meet any emergency presented by this 
thorny question. He is a freetrader by 
conviction, and was elected on a plat- 
form of that character. It was not 
until he was repulsed by the United 
States that he developed in self-defense 
that policy of nationalism in trade 
which goes under the misleading name 
of protection. He is perfectly capable 
of another volte-face, and a campaign 
on @ platform of reciprocity which 
might grow into Cobdenism. Indeed 
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acter he has been uncompromising to 
farmers and manufacturers alike who 
have sent delegations to him. He hézs 
said to all parties that reciprocity with 
the United States can be arranged with- 
out injuring any interest, or endanger- 
ing imperial] relations or British prefer- 
ential commercial relations. There 
no danger to the new arrangement on 
the Canadian side.

A 
like course must be taken toward the 
Western insurgents who bellowed for 
tariff reform on the products of the 
Eastern manufacturers, and who now 
may bellow again against any conces- 
sions in the duties on their natural 
products.

SIR CHARLES DILKE. 
Perhaps there is not a man in the 
present Liberal Government of Great 
Britain who is quite the equal, in the 
highest qualities of statesmanship, of 
Sir CHARLES DiLKP. That he excelled 
most living statesmen in clearness of 
vision, breadth of mind, and the ex- 
tent of his knowledge, was certainly be- 
lieved by many of his contemporaries 
in his later years. But Sir CHARLES 
could never quite live down the effects 








of the domestic scandal which clouded 


his middle years, forced him out of 
ffice, deprived him of preferment, and 
wren him from the friendship of 
@ large and respectable portion of his 
fellow-countrymen. It is true that, 
in this unfortunate period of his life, 
he was probably more sinned against 
than sinning. That his downfall was 
due to a deliberately planned con- 
spiracy, as has often heen intimated, 
must be doubted, in view of the cir- 
cumstances, but that he had malicious 
political rivals, who would have been 
glad to assist in his discomfiture, is 
true enough. He was a man who easily 
made enemies. Victorian morality 
forced him out of the Government and 
checked a brilliant career. 
it was often said of him, in his later 
years, that he would have been Premier 
long ago if it had not been for the 
scandal. The probity and uprightness 
of his later life were never questioned. 
But true greatness generally surmounts 
great obstacles. Sir CHARLES mever 
sat in the Cabinet after his term of 
service as Under Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs ended in 1882. He 
commanded the respect of his fellow- 
members in the House of Commons, 
and having lost his seat for Chelsea, 
which he had held eighteen years, he 
was elected from Gloucestershire, and 
remained in Parliament until the end 
of his life. He was active in committee 
work, and occasionally made a brilliant 
speech. The cloud on his reputation 
was not entirely lifted, but it did not 
obscure his ability. It Is just possible 
that he might never have become 
another GLADSTONE in any circum- 
stances. He was, admittedly, -too 
radical to suit many of his political 
associates in the old days. He lived 
to see LLOYD-GEORGD Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and to hear him talked of 
as the next Prime Minister. 

Sir CHARLES was a profound student, 
a voracious reader, who kept in touch 
with the best expression of thought in 
all European languages, and a clear 
thinker. He was deeply interested in 
the development of this country, and 
familiar with all our problems. He was 
true to his convictions, and fond of

his prejudices.

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He was not altogether 


He had traveled a 
great deal, observed keenly, and writ- 
ten many admirable books. Physically 
he was a splendid specimen of man- 
hood, retaining his eager interest in 
outdoor sport, especially in riding end 
rowing, until the last. He will be 
missed in Parliament, and the British 
Nation generally will regret his de- 
mise.

Suppose the Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Vice, aided by the press, should 
decide that an investigation -of the 
Professors of English Literature were 
needed. Suppose they should call up- 
on these professors to throw open the 
doors of their classrooms while teach- 
ing, with unexpurgated texts, the Bliza- 
bethan drama and plays of the seven- 
teenth century, in which Prof. SHER- 
woop has specialized. -In these fields 
may be found plentiful evidences of 
decadence and degeneracy. From 
prudish, Puritanical investigators 
dreadful reports might be printed— 
how this and that professor in the 
men’s and women’s colleges were pre- 
scribing to youthful students plays of 
such and such a character. Extracts 
sufficiently copious might be quoted 
to convince the minds of a public 
which has just constrained the sculp- 
tor BARNARD to drape his statuary.

Would she not 
resent the suggestion of control and 
regulation of the professors by the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice? 
Would she not, very sensibly, declare 
that any attempt at investigation by 
this society would be an unwarranted 
intrusion, an insult, and that the 
charges amounted to a shameful libel 
upon the colleges? Would she admit 
that there could be an “open door, 
or that any investigation was needed? 

When the character of an entire pro- 
fession is assailed Prof. SHERWOOD 
should be chary about taking up cudg- 
els for its assailants. The Anti-Vivisec- 
tion Society is glorified by the leader- 
ship of Mrs. DraAna BELalrs, it is justi- 
fied by the case of the Little Brown 
Dog. These are as famous in the his- 
tory of medical progress as IGNATIUS 
DONNELLY, Mrs. GALLUP, and the Ba- 
conian Cipher are renowned in the his- 
tory of literary criticism. We do not 
believe that Prof. SHmRwoop is a Ba- 
conian.

CALLED OFF. 

It is not Mr. RoosEvett’s sincerity 
but his facts, we judge, that lead Gov. 
BALDWIN to the conclusion that it will 
be just as well not to bring a libel suit. 
After reading Mr. Roosrvewt’s letter 
the Governor announced that a libel 
suit would not be brought, he “ having 
become convinced of Mr. ROOSEVELT'S 
sincerity in the matter and his freedom 
from personal hostility.”” Mr. Roosn- 
VELT is as hostile as ever to the theory 
of law which he criticised Judge BAaup- 
win for having enunciated and followed 





in his opinion in the Hoxie case. When 


the Judge, during the campaign, denied 
ever having held such views, he evi- 
dently had forgotten the exact language 
used by him in writing the opinion. 
This Mr. RoosEVELT quotes, and it suf- 
ficiently sustains the campaign attack 
he made upon the Governor as having 
declared ‘‘ that it was competent for a 
workman when driven to accept any 
employment to bind himself not to he 
compensated if he lost life or limb in 
that occupation.”

VELT that he should seize upon the 
phrases best adapted for campaign use, 
and pay scant heed to the reasoning 
which led the court to the conclusions 
stated.

MEN’S CLOTHES. 

The report that loose upper garments 
for men are to go out of fashion, and 
the snug-fitting coat to be restored to 
favor, which emanated this week from 
so high a source as the convention of 
International Custom Cutters in St. 
Louis, is not altogether new. Men had 
been prepared for the shock, particu- 
larly disturbing to plump men, by snip- 
pets of information from England. That 
the close-fitting sack coat and cutaway 
of former years are coming in again we 
are now prepared to believe. The ac- 
companying statement that tight trous- 
ers are to be revived we reject as a 
false alarm. The era of tight trousers 
has passed. Men otherwise sensible, 
who prefer to dress according to the 
“style,” may have tight-fitting coats, 
but trousers will surely remain of a re- 
spectable width and comfortable loose- 
ness. 

To the snug-fitting coat, well shaped 
in the back, there can be no objection, 
except from stout men who do not care 


to go abroad with the appearance of 
oa bursting out of their clothes. A thin, 


tolerably straight man looks about as 
well in a tight coat as in a moderately 
loose one. To tell the truth, modern 
fashions in dress do not largely en- 
hance the comeliness or dignity of the 
natural man. The extremes of fashion 
are avoided nowadays, however, bya 
large proportion of masculine human- 
ity. Men who have never worn prepos- 
terously loose coats will not be worried 
by the change in the fashion. As for 
padding the chest to securd a corset- 
like effect, that freak of tailoring will 
be tolerated only by the weak-minded. 
The outward appearance of: men will 
not materially change. Our clothes 
keep us warm in Winter, ‘and tend to 
make us as comfortable.as any clothes 
can in Summer. They suit our climate, 
our occupations, and our pastimes and 
do no violence to our democratic spirit. 
That is about all that can be said for 
them, but it is probably enough.

They should not dwell upon it too long or 
too often, however, for thereis no record 
that any one of them has seriously felt 
his loss, and surely they ought to get— 
eurely they do get—some compensation 
from the thought that they have made the 
citv happier, wiser, and on the whole 
better by providing it, at what, after all, 
was no great cost, with the only place it 
has had for exhibitions and amusements 
conducted on a really large scale.

In a very short time after arriving 
at the camp the entire gang decided to quit 
their job, for no good reason, refusing to re- 
pay the money outlay for transportation, &c., 
claiming that they had no money, and nothing 
could be apparently done to force them 
comply with their contract. That night

| Ex-President Defends His Attacks on 


Judge Baldwin’s Labor Decisions as 
Just and Made with Propriety. 





It became known yestérday that Gov. 
Simeon E. Baldwin of Connecticut decid- 
ed not to press his. suit for libel against 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt, based on the 
Concord speech, only after the Colonel 
had written to him, reiterating all he had 
said in his address and practically defy- 
ing him to sue. 

[t further develops that Gov. Baldwin 
Sought to get redress from Col. Roose- 
velt through a referee and outside of the 
and that Col. Roosevelt refused 
to have anything to do with the-plan, de- 
manding that if a suit was to be brought 
that it be fought out in public in the 
usual manner, 

The Outlook for this week, published 
to-day, will. contain a letter fromi Col. 
Roosevelt to Gov. Baldwin, written on 
Dec. 12 last, in which the Colonel an- 
nounces that he is willing that the newse- 
paper reports of his criticism of Gov, 
Baldwin's labor decisions stand ag cor- 
rect, though not strictly aceurate. He 
further asserts that the crificism in his 
Concord speech was not only just. and 
made with propriety when Gov. Baldwin 
was running for office, but is still just, 
and that he continues in the opinfon 
then expressed. Col. Roosevelt says, 
however, that he had and has nothing 
personally against Gov. Baldwin, but that 
the latter was running for a high office; 
his judicial opinion was of the utmost 
importance to working people in every 
State, and was, therefore, open to free 
erjticism. 

A few days after the election Gov. 
Baldwin wrote to Col. Roosevelt, sug- 
gesting that it would be more agreeable 
to him to settle their differences without 
the publicity incident to a lawsuit. He 
added that his grievance egainst the ex- 
President could be submitted without ar- 
gument to soma Judge or lawyer, who 
should consider Gov. Baldwin's decision 
in the Hoxie case and Col. Roosevelt's 
criticism of it and his previously pub- 
lished letters regardihg it, and render an 
opinion as to the merits of the criticisms 
and the justice of the claim of Gov. Bald- 
win for redress. 


Col. Roosevelt promptly declined the 
proposal, saying in his letter of Dec. 12 
that, while he preferred that no suit be 
brought, he felt too deeply the principle 
involved in the controversy, for which he 
had contended for years, to avoid the is- 
sue in such a suit. 

This is the paragraph in Col. Roose- 

. i 
velt’s Concord speech to which Gov, Bald- 
win objected: 

The Democratic Party in Connecticut has 
nominated for Governor a man who while 
Judge occupied the most retrogressive posi- 
tion possible on this question of workmen’s 
compensation, a man who took the view 
that it was competent for a workman, 
when driven to accept any employment, to 
bind himself not to be compensated if he 
lost life or limb in that occupation. 

Col. Roosevelt declared that this Hoxié 
case decision, thus referred to, was of 


great public importance not only in Con- 
necticut but throughout the country, and, 
with the argument of. the lawyers, had 
been put into pamphlet form by the rail- 
road interests and circulated generally in 
the United States among railroad lawyers 
engaged in an effort to nullify the Fed- 
eral employers’ liability law. 

“It was the main support of the rail- 
way interests in their efforts to defeat 
this national law,’’ writes Col. Roosevelf. 
“In this decision you had declared one of 
the sections of this law unconstitutional, 
a section which related to the very es- 
sence of the act so far as a very large 
number of employes are concerned, and 
which was the main subject of my criti- 
cism of you, and .you further had em- 
bodied in it as a judge your political phil- 
osophy of opposition to so-called central- 
ization—under which philosophy the na- 
tional government would be a foreiz 
power in Connecticut—by refusing to per- 
mit this law of the United States to be 
enforced through the courts of Connecti- 
cut. Other courts in other States which 
had considered vour decision 
cised and refused to follow this part of 
your opinion which related to the right 
of the State court to refuse to recognize 
or enforce a national statute. You do not 
question, I assume, the right of other 
judges to criticise your opinion as bad 
law on this point. As to this I had not 
criticised you. The defect in the federal 
law which you claimed afforded you a 
basis for refusing to give this employe 
legal redress in the Connecticut courts 
was one easily obviated by an amendment 
to the act. ‘This was subsequently done 
by Congress.

‘“‘My criticisms are fully embodied tin 
my previous letters and need not, ofs 
course, be‘repeated here. I do not see 
how: it wilt-be possible for me to give you 
a retraction of any part of my letters or 
my speech without basing my retraction 
on the assertion that there never was a 
Hoxie case and that you never wrote the 
opinion in it. I could not make a retrac-, 
tion without such a declaration. 

‘“‘Tf there is to be a libel suit, I must, 
therefore, place upon you the full respon- 
sibility for its commencement and must 
decline to take any joint action with you 
such as you suggest for the submission or 
the matter to a referee. It is preferable, 
I think. if vou conceive it necessary that 
there should be such a suit, that it should 
take its course in a usual rather than in 
an unusual way.” 

In conclusion, Col. Roosevelt has this 
defiant wotfd to say to those who have 
objected to his criticisms of the courts: 

‘If vour suit is brought, my political 
opponents mav make such capital of it 
as they choose. ‘Chose who are endeay- 
oring -‘o spread a false notion among 
conservative but high-minded citizens 
that T am an unfair critic of the courts 
may find such points for their charges m 
this controversy as they see fit. How- 
ever. they can make capital out of my at- 
titude in this controversy, as it seems to 
me, only by ignoring or denying three 
highly important considerations: First. 
that your decision, which J have criticised 
and continue to cecriticise, is morally 
wrong and is*contrary both to public pol- 
icy and to justice; secondly, that it is 
danzerous to our democracy to allow any 
court to claim immunity from fair criti- 
cism or objection, when it circumscribes 
a legitimate and proper field of legisla- 
tion by interposing constitutional objec- 
tions where they do not exist; and. lastiy, 
they must be prepared to assert that, be- 
causé a man has been a Judge, this fact 
alone should exempt him from fair criti- 
cism, even when he is no longer a Judge, 
but a candidate for the highest elective 
fice of the State.”’

SIR CHARLES DILKE 
DEAD AFTER ELECTION 


Strain of Recent Campaign Fatal 
to Brilliant Radical Leader, 
Who Was 68 Years Old.

SCANDAL WRECKED CAREER 








Would Have Been Prime Minister but 
for Crawford: Divorce Suit—Au- 
thority on Foreign Affairs. 





LONDON, Jan. 26.—Sir Charles Went- 
worth Dilke died to-day. The immediate 
cause of death was heart disease, though 
he had been in an enfeebled condition 
since the recent election, the strain of 
the campaign having affected him severe- 
ly. He went to the South of France to 
recuperate, returning to London last Sat- 
urday. Soon after reaching home he took 
to his bed. 

The career of Sir Charles Dilke was 
essentially a tragedy—the most remarka- 
ble tragedy of its kind in the history 
of modern British politics. 

That he would be Prime Minister was 
regarded as certain. His career was 
wrecked by a scandal which he was never 
able to live down. Leaders of the Liberal 
Party were willing to forget it, but the 
Nonconformist element that is so strong 
in that party, never. The Liberals used 
Sir Charles Dilke’s knowledge; they let 


him speak and write for them, but after 
the trial of the case of Crawford versus 
Crawford and Dilke they never gave him 
an office. 

By sheer intellectual strength Sir 
Charles Wentworth Dilke, in the course 
of the sixty-eight years of his life, over- 
came two obstacles which have provea 
the ruin of other British statesmen, and 
acquired an unofficial, but commanding 
position in public affairs. 

e was born in 1843, and was the eld- 
est son of the first baronet, who was 
himself well-known ag a pioneer in the 
movements for artistic and technical edu- 
cation in England. Sir Charles was a 
graduate in law of Cambridge University 
and-achieved prominence there, both as 
a scholar, and as twice President of the 
Union, the famous debating society. 
Immediately after graduation he paid a 
visit to this country, and after travel- 
ing home by Australia and India, pub- 
lished his first work, “‘ Greater Britain.”’ 
{t was to some extent an epoch-making 
work. 

Sir Charles was elected, in 1868, Mem- 
ber of Parliament for Chelsea as a Radi- 
cul, the youngest man who had ever 
represented a metropolitan constituency, 
and he retained his seat in the general 
elections of 1874 and 1880. At this period 
of his career, Sir Charles was known as 
an uncompromising Radical, and he was 
classed by the Conservatives with such 
men as Bradiaugh and Taylor, as hardly 
fit to be received in civilized society. 

However, in spite of his extreme views 
when Mr. Gladstone formed his famous 
Ministry in 1880. Sir Charies Dilke’s pre- 
eminent authority on foreign affairs was 
recognized, by his appointment to the 
Under Secretaryship of Foreign Affairs. 
This did not carry with it a seat in the 
Cabinet, but made him the mouthpiece 
of the Foreign Office in the Lower 
House. He was also Chairman of the 
Royal Coinmission for. Negotiations with 
France from 1880 to’ 1882. 

In 1882, Sir Charles became President 
of the Local Government Board, and as 
such had charge of the many bodics 
which carry on the local affairs of Great 
Britain. He held that office for three 
years, and was also Chairman of the 
Royal Commission for the Housing of 
the Working Class, During his five years 
as a minister, although his extreme 
Radicalism was held in check and he was 
foreed to drop such constitutional dreams 
as he had formerly indulged in, he and 
Joseph Chamberlain were recognized as 
the leaders of the extreme wine of the 
party, and were regarded as likely to suc- 
ceed to the highest positions in its geift 
as soon as such men as Gladstone, Lord 
Hartington and Sir William Harcourt had 
passed away. 

But then came the scandal connected 
with the divorce courts and it seemed 
as though the rublie life of Sir’Charles 
was atan end. His first wife, Katierine, 
daughter of Capt. Arthur Gore Shell, had 
died in 1874. and when his future looked 
blackest, Mrs. Emilia Pattison, widow 
of the Rev. .Mark. Pattison, rector of 
J.incoln College, Oxford, insisted on ful- 
filling her engagement to marry him. 
In spité of her loyalty and his own 
protestations of innocence, Sir Charles 
could not clear himself tn the eves of 
the Nation. He stocd again for Chelse.r 
in.the election of 1886 and was defeated, 
and for a time passed out of public 


life. 


For several vears he lived abroad and 
was there well received. He was rar- 
ticularly popular in France. and enioved 


as well the intimate friendship of Count 


Herbert Bismarck, son of the Iron 
Chancellor. He occupied “himself in the 
further study of foreign and colonial 
effairs. and in 1890 he nublished his 
‘““Problems of Greater Britain.” a re- 
vision of the views he had exnressed in 
the book that first hrougcht him promi- 
nence. He turned his attention also to 
military affairs and -heerame as great 
an expert on their political aspect as 
he yas on international relations. 
After six vears of retirement, Str 
Charles determined to re-enter public 
life. He stood for the constituency of 
the Forest of Dean. a county division of 
Gloucestershire, and after a strenuous 
fight. in which moral as well as political 
fce1As wern fierrely feated wac elacter, 
That constituency he held till his @ersth 
and of late had been re-elected without 
pnosition, 
ae wes a realthv men, derivine hie 
income from The Athenaeum. which was 
nartiv founded by his grandfather. and 
other newsnaners, and one of his favorite 
amusements was fencing.

No Puget Sound Dividend. 

The Directors of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul declared yesterday the 
regular semi-annual dividends of 3% per 
cent. on the common and preferred stocks 
of the company, but no meeting of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & Puget Sound Di- 
rectors was held, and the prediction that 
an initial dividend would De Geclared on 
that stock was not fulfilled.

The earnings of the extension 
cannot be actually appropriated by the 
St. Paul, except after the formal transfer 
of the Puget Sound earnings by the pay- 
ment of interest on its bonds or of a-divi- 
dend on its stock, but the St. Paul, as 
the sole owner of both stock and bonds 
of the Puget Sound Roaa, is in absolute 
surplus earnings.

New Haven Financing Completed. 

The New Haven, it was said yesterday 
in well-informed banking quarters, is not 
planning any further financing at this 
time, the recent issue of $22,000,000 notes 
having supplied the company with all the 
money it will seek, at least for some 
time.

Children, Parents, Police, and Firemen 
Mixed Up—No One Badly Hurt. 


The’ odor of escaping gas caused @ 
panic among the 2,000 pupils in the Sev- 
enth Avenue Public Sehool in Newark 
yesterday.

GIVES HIS POLAR EMOTIONS 





“Within My Bosom There Was the 
Satisfying Thump of Success, 
Won at Great Cost.” 





Dr. Frederick A. Cook, bland and ‘smil- 
ing, took about fifty members of the 
German Pioneer Literature Club, of 
which he was the guest of honor last 
night, back to ‘that elusive imaginary 
spot, the North Pole where we find no 
pole.”” The occasion was the” monthly 
meeting of the club, which is held in the 
wine shop of Rudolph Klein; 121 West 
124th Street. The meeting room is in the 
rear Of the shop. An exciting pinochle 
game that was in progress in an adjoin- 
ing rovum frequently interrupted Dr. 
Cook’s speech. 

Dr. Cook was introduced by Max Hein, 
Treasurer of the clut, who presided. In 
opening his speech he informed his hear- 
ers amid much enthusiasm that he al- 
ways has maintained since coming back 
to civilization that he reached”the Pole, 
and that after twenty years of self-sacri- 
ficing effort, his reward is to be called a 
liar, a cheat and impostor. 

‘““ Mr. Peary and his friends of the arctic 
trust, by an organized effort forced a 
campaign to discredit my achievement, ’ 
said Dr. Cook. Bringing both hands down 
on the table with a crack, he shouted: 

“The Eskimos were put through a 
‘third degree’ and made to answer lead- 
ing questions which Mr. Whitney said 
they did not understand. The best answer 
to this, and to all of Mr. Peary’s charges 
is that the same people have discredited 
Mr. Peary in the same way by denying 
the existence of Crocker Land, and also 
Mr. Peary’s claim ofsreaching the poie 
in 1909.’’ 

The explorer then went on to describe 
the conditions he found when he reached 
the ‘‘ Boreal Centre,’’ ang told of the suf- 
fering he had experienced in finding the 
pole. And at the time of the discovery he 
described his emotions thus: ° 

* Within my own bosom there was the 
satisfying thump of success, won at a 
great cost. With the enthusiasm of vic- 
tory honestly gained, the pole was 
claimed.”’ 

Continuing, he said: ‘‘ Is there any posi- 
tive proof for a problem of this kind? Is 
there any one sure shoulder upon which 
we can hang the mantle of polar con- 
quest? °’ 

The speaker then went on to describe 
the astronomical conditions existing in 
the polar regions, showing the movement 
of the stars and sun, and how nothing 
can be depended upon for certainty, as 
even on clear days a mist hangs over the 
ice, making it impossible to take accurate 
records. He told of the difficulty he had 
in flaking observations when near the pole 
because of the poor work of his instru- 
ments, the intense cold affecting them, 
and the sudden changes in temperature. 

Dr. Cook then described the torture that 
must be endured to take observations, 
faying:

MONTGOMERY’S BOND DEALS. 


Minford Realty Organizer Says Bank 
President Wanted Him to Leave Town 


Stephen G. Still, a manufacturer of 
dumbwaiters and incorporator of the Min- 
ford Realty Company; who was on the 
etand the greater part of Tuesday in the 
trial of William R. Montgomery, former 
President of the Hamilton Bank, before 
Judge Rosalsky, in General Sessions, was 
examined by Mr. Osborne, Montgomery's 
counsel, yesterday. He _ testified that 
Montgomery had tried to get him to leave 
the jurisdiction of the court, and that 
when he said he did not have the money 
Montgomery had replied that’ he was 
afraid to mention’ any sum to him be- 
cause he might tell the District Attorney. 

Still. insisted that he believed all the 
transactions he had had with Montgomery 
were honest. In reply to Mr, Osborne's 
question as to whether or not he had 
formed the Minford Realty Company for 
the purpose of borrowing money Still re- 
plied: 

‘My first idea was to borrow money 
for myself, but then Montgomery wanted 
me to raise $15,000 or $18,000 for himself.’’ 

‘* Now I ask you to stop throwing stones 
at Montgomery,’ said Mr. Osborne. ‘‘ An- 
swer me. Did you intend to pay that 
$18,000 if the security was not spfficient?’’ 

‘IT gave it no thought,” replied the wit- 
ness. , 

It was then shown that Montgomery 
had deeded some property to the Minford 
Realty Company in return for the $18,000.
